May Ask for Disconnection 
of Downspouts from 
Sanitary, Sewer

■The problem of drainage will be 
laid in the laps of the village trus- 
tees af the next meeting. 

This became certain after the re- 
cent heavy rain showed* that the 
sanitary sewer is unable to carry 
the large amount of surface water 
now turned into it. . ; 

"We are going to have to dis- 
connect our downspouts from the 
sanitary sewer," said Mayor James 
McMillen after he had been in- 
formed that water backed up into 
baesments on Main st. near the 
Scout House. 

Mayor McMillen said that , it 
would be necessary to put- in a 
catch basin- in the street near the 
Scout house' to carry away. the sur- 
face water during a heay rain. 

Years ago property owners were 
permitted to connect their residence 
downspouts to the sanitary sewer 
under the assumption thaf the sur- 
face water would flush the sewer 
mains. 

Now with its growth, Antioch, like 
other villages and cities of Lake 
county, is finding that too much 
surface water is entering the sani- 
tary sewer. 

Not only is the backing up of the 
sanitary sewer into basements caus- 
ing a health hazard, but too much 
flow of surface water into the sew- 
age disposal system makes it less ef- 
ficient and endangering pollution of 
streams. 

Whether much can be done this 
summer will be a matter of discus- 
sion before the village board. Dur- 
ing the dry weather, the condition 
was not realized. It was only when 
a sudden downpour came that the 
lack of proper drainage was real- 
ized. An additional sewer line may 
be necessary to by-pass the flooded 
areas. 

It is probable that those who had 
flooded basements will be at the 
board meeting a week from Tues- 
day to present their trouble. 



Woodrow W. Fisher 
Dist. Legion Cmdr. 
Killed in Car Crash 



Woodrow W. Fisher, 43, Deerfield, 
tenth district commander of the 
American •Legion', died last; Friday 
night in a traffic "accident on Rte. 
59A west of Muhdelein; 

Cmdr. Fisher who is well known 
by Antioch and Lake Villa Ameri- 
can Legion members, was on his 
way home from a Legion. meeting ,at. 
Fox Lake when he lost' control of 
his car which left, the highway at 
Peterson road, catapulted 35 feet 
across a creek and burst into flames 
after landing on its wheels. 

Fisher's body was burned beyond 
recognition. 

The Deerfleld man was. married 
and the father of two children; . 

Funeral services were held Tues- 
day in Deerfield. 

Fisher became the 59th traffic 
fatality. At the, same time a' year 
ago there had been but v 33- deaths. 
His death has speeded up the for- 
mation of a commission to study the 
traffic situation and make recom- 
mendations. 

Blame for accidents, several of 
which had occurred in the Antioch 
area recently,' has ' varied from 
charges that the automobile of to- 
day is built '(too powerful to the in- 
fluence of intoxicating liquors on 
the driver. Complaint also, is .that 
highways are conducive to drag 
racing by young people.

July Rainfall Heavy, 
But Small Areas Dry; 
Corn, Soybeans Good 

July, usually' a' month of begin- 
ning drouth, this year has been a 
month of continued heavy rains in 
widespread areas. Both southwest; 
Missouri and -.Western Illinois re- 
ported 10 inches of rain by mid- 
July. The fain, .coming as a result; 
of heavy thunder shower activity, 
has pretty well covered; the entire- 
western corn" belt, but with such 
showers, some areas are deluged 
while other small areas may be dry. 

Crop prospects for the two major 
corn belt cash' crops^ — corn and soy- 
beans — are excellent. The large 
area west of "the Mississippi, where 
over winter sub-soil moisture was 
deficient, has been kept adequately, 
supplied and no sign of corn crop 
deterioration exists over any size- 
able area. Soybeans, on the largest 
acreage ever, are in wonderful con- 
dition and promise to be a bumper 
crop. Illinois, the largest producing 
state, reports a 9 jJer cent increase 
in acreage and Iowa and Minnesota, 
other large producers, report an 18 
per cent increase. 

The government corn crop esti- 
mate of 3,267 million bushels on 
July 1 will be considerably ad- 
vanced by August 1, if present con- 
ditions are maintaine d. Corn is 
now tasseling in most of the western 
two-thirds of the corn belt and must 
now be well supplied with mois- 
ture for the next month to make a 
full crop. 

Dry weather is. favorable to grass- 
hopper increase, and the area of loyr 
subsoil moisture last fall and winter 
are experiencing, 'grasshopper dam- 
age. In Missouri, , Iowa and even 
Minnesota; DeKalb - seed corn crop 
observers report spraying for grass- 
hopper control in their states. But' 
current wet weather and abundant 
vegetation tend to limit damage of 
this insect of' hoi dry "areas. 

'Farmers demonstrate their effi> 
dent land use -by double cropping. 
Soybeans ' are , ; being sowed after 
wheat harvest in many areas. One 
central '" Illinois farmer harvested 60 
bushels of wheat per acre and then 
sowed "beans, Corn hailed out in 
southwest Iowa was replanted in 
mid-July with- fl^W' day variety. .;

Economic Highlights 

Every' 'now 'arid Jtheri' do'irfe American- community 
finds Itself In deep economic trouble — a possibility 
that is greatest in areas which are heavily dependent 
on one industrial company or one farm crop for their 
wherewithal. Then-, as the , Wall Street Journal 
points out, varied courses of community action are 
open. A common one is to turn to' the government 
for assistance, and have the town named a "distressed 
area." But this, even i£ successful, usually turns out 
to be only palliative. And, the paper says, "the pallia- 
tive, by removing the sense of urgency, has too often, 
deterred the peopplc themselves from building their 
community better." •'-' 

Another course of action is for the community to 
get down to work and solve Us problems by its own! 
efforts. An outstanding example of this Is South 
Bend, Indiana. John D, Williams, also wiriting in the 
Wall Street Journal, tells what has been done here. 

For a century, South Bend was pretty much a one- 
company town, and Studebaker (now Studebaker- 
(Packard) was the company. If Studebaker was. doing 
well, the tOwndid.WelL If Studebakensuffered hard 
times and cut the payroll, the town felt that in its 
vitals. '•■■ ' : ' ' " " 

Studebaker, together with some other motor com- 
panies, has been undergoing, financial storms. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Williams, it ''is having the toughest 
time of its century." South Bend naturally hopes the 
company will come back and prosper. But, important 
as Studebaker is to South Bend, it is no longer the 
dominant factor. As an ex-mayor told Mr. Williams, 
"There's not that desperate' feeling any more." 

This change in attitude stems from the fact that 
South Bend is not now a one-company town. Some 
three years ago a committee was established and a 
delegation was sent to Birmingham, Alabama, to study 
that city's extremely successful booster group. Then 
$385,000 was raised to promote the South Bend area 
"as a good place for new business." 

The going wasn't easy. In the first year, not even 
one new company was gained. A blow was suffered 
when the Singer Manufacturing company moved else- 
where. The committee redoubled its efforts. Person- 
to-person sales talks were made to likely prospects. 
One factory came in, Then .another. Mr. Williams 
writes, "And so the parade grew, each little bit add- 
ing up to a lot." . . ■ 

All in all,' about 24 new companies have come to 
South Bend and the neighboring town of Mishawaka. 
Their products include doors, industrial displays, fur- 
niture, sun glasses, tools, plastic boats and so on. The 
committee is still hard at w or k, and ambitious plans 
are in being for new and modern industrial areas. I 

As a result, despite Studebaker's troubles and| 
greatly reduced employment, South Bend savings de- 
posits, retail sales, residential construction, and other 
standard barometers of economic conditions axe hold- 
ing up and in osme cases showing gains/ South Bend 
people, Mr. Williams reports, are "convinced they've- 
weathered their worst economic storms; the town is , 



shored up, battened down and determined to stay 
prosperous." 

The moral is expressed in the last line of the 
Wall Street Journal's editorial: -"It remains true.that 
whatever people build for themselves is the best 
built."

"Nothing More Dangerous" 

Dr. Robert Wilson, chairman of the Board of Stand- 
ard Oil of Indiana, was the commencement speaker at 
Hastings College graduation ceremonies. His young 
listeners heard some wise and important words; 

He made it clear that he does not share the be- 
lief, "tqo^common among businessmen today, that our 
colleges" and universities are hotbeds of communism or 
socialism." But he did express concern that "our stu- 
dents are too much inclined to take for. granted the 
wonderful advantages they enjoy," and that "so few 
seem to emerge with real enthusiasm for the American 
way of life and its amazing achieyenients." This is 
"especially disturbing at a time when the Communists 
seem to have found a way. to distort the truth arid 
propagandize whole generations of .their youth into 
apparently enthusiastic support for, dictatorships 
which enslave the individual, glorify brute force, de- 
cry individualism and deny the existence of a Supreme 
Being." 

Then he came to the heart of the matter: "We 
must do more at all levels, of education to better un- 
derstand what we have, how we got it arid what we 
must do to preserve it' Arid we must make sure that 
our schools build ideals as they build knowledge. 
There is nothing more dangerous in the world today 
than high intelligence coupled with low Ideals." 

This coupling has brought on a series of tihe most 
destructive wars in history. It has led to the enslave- 
ment of entire peoples. It has made, in much of the 
world, a grini jest of the "dignity of man" concept on 
which Christian civilization and individual freedom 
alike rest. Dr. Wilson's warning could not be more 
timely.

HEALTH TALK 



Brucellosis — Weakening Malady 

Undulant fever, or. brucellosis or 
Bang's disease, as it is known in 
animals, is a, debilitating condition 
that seems to sap the strength of 
its victims. Because it ' is trans- 
mitted to human- beings from cows, 
swine and goats, the disease is an 
occupational hazard to farmers and 
veterinarians, according to the Edu- 
cational Committee of the Illinois 
State Medical Society in Health 
-Talk. 

The illness may be moderate in 
nature; again it may be so- severe 
that the patient is. prostrated for 
months. It gets the name undulant 
fever because the temperature rises 
and falls several times daily.. The 
symptoms vary, but generally com- 
plaints are headaches, fatigue, chills, 
backache, loss of appetite;, consti- 
pation usually preceded . by diar- 
rhea; profuse perspiration; nervous- 
ness, mental depression, sleepless- 
ness, pain in .abdomen, joints, or 
muscles and progressive :loss of 
weight and strength. . 

Because the disease mimics, •so 
•many other conditions, laboratory 
tests are essential to establish a defi- 
nite diagnosis. The, most frequent- 
ly used are the agglutination test 
and blood cultures in- which the 
patient's blood is examined., 

Human beings contract undulant 
fever by drinking . milk or cream 
that has not been ' pasteurized, or 
eating meat from an infected anjmal 
that has not been cooked properly. 
The causative germs may enter .the 
body through a .cut or bruise on the 
skin. This is particularly true of 
veterinarians, dairy farmers,^ meat 
inspectors, packing house workers 
and butchers. 

While the disease is seldom fatal 
in man, it has a devastating effect 
on cattle, resulting in catastrophic 
.losses* «to farmers. , Present day 
methods of inspection have, reduced 
the heavy toll. Frequent testing of 
cattle and destruction of those 
found to be infected .have material- 
ly assisted . in eradicating the dis- 
ease. Even with, these .precautions, 
economic- losses'^sUU : run. Into, the 
millions of ; dollars, since the disease 
pauses'. : abortion, decreased . milk 
/flow.- and ^results in temporary or 
permanent ■infertility in cattle, 
. Undulant fever is a. threat -to per- 
i'sona i, " visiting rural • areas, even 
.though farmers and : cattlemen, are 
'Constantly on the; alert td*prevent or 
detect the disease. jkYacationiers in 
.rural ; 'areas should be sure that 
'dairy products' are properly pasteur- 
ized, r iand .. persoto % with cuts or 
burises ontheir hands should wear' 



protective gloves when handling 
cows, swine or goats. 

A person ill with undulant fever 
does not communicate it to others. 
It is • directly transmissible from 
animals. But the person who con- 
tracts the condition will most likely 
be bedridden for weeks and months. 

Once the condition is contracted, 
little can be done to bring about 
•early recovery. Bed rest and good 
care through the weeks of disability 
are essential. 1 Some drugs, or a 
combination of them have proved 
helpful to cut short and. cure an 
appreciable number of cases. It is 
to be hoped that present research 

will yield information of value. 



Undulant fever is a reportable 
disease in Illinois, both for human 
beings and cattle. And Illinois law 
makes proper inspection and vac- 
cination of herds mandatory. The 
law is designed to protect the health 
of the community — and the com- 
munity may be yours. Every per- 
son can cooperate in the program 
to eradicate undulant fever by de- 
manding properly pasteurized milk 
and dairy products.

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Cost of Assistance 
To Dependents Up 



Springfield, II. — August grants 
for old age assistance, blind assist- 
ance, disability assistance and aid 
to dependent children in 91 coun- 
ties will reflect increases in food al- 
lowances made 'by the Illinois Pub- 
lic Aid Commission as a result of 
the regularly scheduled food price 
survey conducted throughout the 
state during the week of June 9, 
Garrett W. Keaster, the commis- 
sion's executive secretary, announc- 
ed today. State law provides that 
food price surveys be made at least 
twice a year. 

The June survey revealed a rise 
In food prices of 3 per cent or more 
over current allowances in all but 
1 11 counties. Counties in wfriich the 
rise was less than 3 per cent and 
in whioh, accordingly, no increase 
in food allowances will be made, 
are: Cass, DeWitt, Grundy, Hcn T 
derson, Jefferson, * Massac, Ran- 
dolph, ' Shelby, Union, Wabash, and 
Warren. Costs in t .,these 11 counties 
however, earlier reached dollar lev- 
els close to or exceeding those now 
reached by the other counties in the 
recent survey, Keaster ' said. 

The June 1956 pricing of a mar- 
ket basket for a hypothetical fam- 
ily of four in Lake county com- 
pared with the cost of the same 
market basket in the food price 
survey month which determined 
current allowances, was $78.39 
compared wibh $73.43 in October 
1954, an increase of 6.8 per cent. 
Actual allowances . for individuals 
and families are developed from 
these market basket figures and 
charts. 

The official allowances are then 
supplied the. county departments of 
welfare. The hypothetical family 
figures, accordingly, should not be 
interpreted as the amount of any 
given individual or family is r now 
allowed, of will be allowed in the 
calculation of his August grant. 



Auto Wheel and Tire 

Make Good Life Saver 



If you're vacationing on a lake 
or seashore this summer, don't for- 
get that your automobile is equip- 
ped with a handy, effective life pre- 
server. 

According to the Institute for Saf- 
er Living of , the, American Mutual 
Liability Insurance company, the 
spare auto wheel : ,;and tire fully in? 
flated can be tused as a satisfacf 
tory life saving ring preserver. It 
can be used as a life raft for sev- 
eral persons from an upset boat, 
for tests show it will, readily sup-: 
port three or four persons. It can 
be quickly rolled from the car to 
water and pushed out to reach a 
swimmer in trouble. 

A person untrained in rescue 
methods can help save a drowning 
person in this manner: simply by 
grasping the wheel firmly 'and pro- 
pelling it by kicking with legs and 
feet until the victim is reached. Re- 
member, however, to keep calm and 
keep the wheel, bet ween rescuer and 
rescued. If the victim' cannot .as- 
sist you to return to shore, both per- 
sons should remain quiet and sup- 
port themselves on- the .tire until 
help arrives. ; . 

'TJie institute suggests that water- 
side vacationers ibe;-.sure that \the 
spare-tire- is kept inflated 'to proper 
level, lug loosened "arid ready to' be 
removed from- the' car and kept near 
the water if- possible." \ 

It makes good life-saving sense 
to have this ^emergency rescue aid 
always handy. Widely endorsed by 
police departments and water safety 
authorities, .the Institute notes these 
important precautions: 
§ — Never Use; this device, as a fjoat- 
wg toy— its heavy, ;and. rough and r 
may cause" injury. 

—If you can't swim, it's safer to 
move the tire to the;, drowning per- 
son by a stick, pole.br oar. 

—Never, throw the tire to or at 
the person— he might be hit ,by the 
heavy object or it- might land out 
of his reach,* > ' - 

— Never ■ consider" .this device as 
a substitute -for knowing how* to 
swim or knowing; water rescue 
work. Surest way*tp' avoid drown- 
ings is to have every member of the 
family be a competent swimmer and 
Red Cross trained , in life-saving.

Springfield, 111. — Secretary: of 
State Charles. I).-; Carpentier today 
warned nHnoisvmbtorists to. beware 
of persons who represent them- 
selves as being influential in ob- 
taining the reinstatement of licenses 
following suspension or revocation 
under. the Drivers License Act. 

Secretary i Carpentier says his of- 
fice vhas.. received evidence that per- 
sons, whose licenses have been re- 
yoked frequently receive letters; to 
the effect -that the author can be 
of assistance in obtaining not only 
the. insurance required by the Fi- 
nancial Responsibility Law. but also 
a quick reinstatement of the re- 
voked or suspended license. 

The cleverly phrased letters make 
the inference thai the Secretary's 
Office is favoring certain insurance 
companies by furnishing them with 
the names of the persons, who have 
been revoked or suspended and are 
required toVfile Proof of Financial 
Responsibility. 

Secretary Carpentier stated that 
the inference made in those letters 
is not correct.' He pbuited out that 
revocation and. suspension actions 
taken by his office are public in- 
formation; and as such are released 
to newspapers for publication. 'Most 
newspapers print the names of per-: 
sons in their circulation areas who 
have been revoked or suspended, 
Secretary Carpentier- said. ;■«: 

Mr. Carpentier • said he is investi- 
gating the authors of the mislead- 
ing letters for possible violations 
of the law, and any. information h> 
dicating violations will be turned 
over to the • proper authorities.

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New Way To Launder White Nylon 




White nylon lingerie and blouses are "basic" in almost every 
homemakcr'fl wardrobe today— but it has been only recently that 
scientists have found a way to keep white nylon garments from 
getting a gray or yellow caBt after repeated launderings.

. This three-step method will eliminato any dullness which has 
resulted from inadequate washing, lukewarm water or poor nnsing. 

If discoloration remains from dye transference (white nylon gar- 
ments should always be washed separately from colored itemB), one 
additional step will remove the remaining color. Dissolve one package 
of commercial color remover in one gallon of hot water (160 degrees) 
in an enamel container. Stir the garment gently for 30 to 60 minutes 
at the maintained 160-degree temperature. Rinse thoroughly in hot 
water until no odor of the color remover remains. 

Thanks to Dr. Weaver's practical-minded research, white nylon 
garments may now retain their original white freshness.

12 Months a Year? 



"Should Illinois public schools 
operate 12 months instead of 9 or 
10?" asks the Taxpayers' Federa- 
tion of Illinois In reviewing the in- 
creased minimum required by ac- 
tion of the 69th" General Assembly. 
The minimum school year was in- 
creased from 8 monts to 9 months, 
effective .for the first time in the 
1955-56 school year, 

When only 110 days of actual 
teaching were required by law, 
children had long "vacations" in 
order to help plant and haryest 
crops; trips were limited to summer 
time because of modes of travel and 
road conditions. Present-day con- 
ditions no longer call for school 
buildings to sit idle for 2 or 3 
months out of every year.- 

Present-day Gemands for more 
classrooms, with enrollment in- 
creases of 50,000 children each year 
predicted for the next 10 years, 
should present • considerable argu- 
ment for 12-month school terms of 
4 quarters each. 

Illinois school, district plants are 
valued at $1,376,066,249. More than 
$100 million a year is presently be- 
ing expended to build new. class- 
rooms. These expensive plants are 
in many instances overcrowded 9 or

Commerce Commission 
Approves Dual-Fuel Plan 



Building for New Convent Begins to Rise at St. Peter's 




Illinois Commerce Commission 
has approved Northern Illinois Gas 
Company's dual-fuel plan to pro- 
vide space heating service to cus- 
tomers on a part time basis effec- 
tive July 30. 

Northern Illinois Gas- had filed 
the dual-fuel pi am with the Com- 
mission earlier this month in a fur- 
ther effort to afford some measure 
of relief to customers waiting gas 
for space heating. 

Customers 'who desire to take ad- 
vantage of the proposed plan and 
whose heating equipment can be 
modified would install . dual-fuel 
control equipment which automat- 
ically substitutes ani alternate fuel 
for natural gas when the outside 
(temperature reaches a, designated 
low point that the company indi- 
cates probably will be 32 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

" Marvin Chandler, president of the 
utility, emphasized, however, that 
dual-fuel service will provide only 
partial relief to some of the custom- 
ers on the company's space heating 
' waiting list which -now approxi- 
■ mates 160,000 in Northern Illinois 
Gas territory. 

"Providing complete heating ser- 
vice to any substantial number of 
-those- now on our waiting list will 
be dependent upon completion! of 
.the Natural Gas Pipeline Company 
of America's expansion program, 
he said. The pipeline company has 
filed an application with the Federal 
* Power Commission seeking author- 
ity to bring am additional supply of 
gas to the Chicago- area. The most 
optimistic etimates indicate that this 
. hew supply from the Rocky Moun- 
tain area will not be available be- 
for 1S58. v 

In the company's filing with the 
Commission, it is specified that 
adequate storage facilities for the 
alternate fuel must be provided by 
the customer, and that dual-fuel 
service will be available to an in- 
dividual customer only until such 
time -as he qualifies for full space 
heating service. Space heat wait- 
ing list positions will not be changed 
by use of dual-fuel service, and pro- 
visions are made to include custom- 
ers not on this waiting list at the 
present time. 

Chandler explained that the pro- 
posed dual-fuel, service would not 
affect the supply required for full- 
time heating customers on the cold- 
est days of the winter, since dual- 
fuel customers would, not be using 
natural gas when the temperature 
dropped below the cut-off point.

LOS ANGELES — Automation is 
all right, irvujjoctory but it is a 
dangerous animal to let loose "in 
n library, warns Dr. Lawrence 
Clark Powell, librarian at the Unl- 
. verslty of California, Los Angeles. 
Writing in the "1050 Bookman's 
i Yearbook," Dr. Powell casts a sus- 
picious eye at the "would-be house- 
keepers, analysts, probers and 
planners who long to de-emphasize 
books, mechanize the library, and • 
change its name to "materials cen- 
ter.' " , . 

Dr. Powell, who is current presi- 
dent of the BibHoGraphlcal Society 
of America, ndds that "we now 
have documentallsts, communica- 
tions clerks, and media men who 
blank out when they hear the 
words library, librarian, book and 

reading." 

The Los Angeles enmpus librar- 
ian insists that the administration 
of a library be efficient and eco- 
nomical. But-'he is thoroughly 
alarmed at the growing Jargon of 
technicians about automation, bib- 
liographical control, contact points, 
mass media, decision-making proc- 
esses, retrieval of information, and 
the dissemination of knowledge. 
"These people will do everything 
to a book but read it,** he warns.

Recent claims by electric range manufacturers that their stoves 
are "faster than gas" have stirred up>the culinary debate of the 
decade. \ ' 

It seems that one of the "big 0' 
boys" in electric appliances, began 
proclaiming nationally that the 
stoves with the wire elements are 
"20 per cent foster" than the "flame 
type" ranges. Actually, according 
to the ads, the claim was "proved 
by stacking an electric range with 
a 2, 600 -watt Calrod burner up 
against "four leading gas ranges" 
(unidentified) In a water-boiling 
contest 

It could have been, but wasn't, 
pointed out that such a burner is 
so "souped up" that you need spe- 
cial wiring' and proper >vo1itage in 
the house to feed it; and if you 
had two or more of these gim- 
micks on on electric range, you'd 
have to set up a sort of do-it- 
yourself TVA in the back yard to 
supply the, current they'd need. 

Furthermore : — and here the 
whole gas industry really , begins 
to broil — the electric test was made 
with a certain definite amount of 
-water in an aluminum utensil of 
a certain definite size with abso- 
lutely straight sides and a per- 
fectly flat bottom that covers the 
entire 9-inch burner. 

That's all right, says the Gas 
Appliance Manufacturers Associa- 
tion, if you're planning to fix your 
family a couple of quarts of hot 
water in a heck of a hurry— and 
you have the proper utensil. But, 
if you're aiming to fry eggs or
